Hummary of Hews from the far Cast. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 
Our dates hence are to the 15th Muy. We find notbing in 
them to confirm the statement received, through Mr. Reuter, 
which appeared in the London morning papers of the 7th inst., 
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under date “ Shanghai, May 23,” that “the expedition to re- 
open the Straits of Shimonoseki has sailed.” The operation in 
question would appear to be in contemplation, but cannot, we 
conceive, have taken place at the date named. The Commercial 
Vews of the 11th May states :--" It is generally reported that, 
on the arrival of the Congueror from Hong Kong with troops, 
Admiral Kuper will proceed to open the Suwo-n-ada or Inland 
Sea to foreign commerce, and that Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
Minister Plenipotentiary, will accompany the gallant admiral 
for diplomatic purposes.” 

It will be recollected that the Dutch have a score to settle 
with the Daimio who insists on keeping that passage closed, 
for firing into one of their ships of war. The journal just 
quoted says also :—“ We learn that H.N. Majesty’s steamers 
Hedusa and Djambi are to leave Nagasaki for Yokohama on this 
date, and may be expected towards the close of this or the com- 
mencement of next week. Several other of H.N.M.’s vessels of 
war may be looked for from Batavia some time next month.” 

The Japan Herald of the 14th May, however, repeats a para- 
graph, from one of its former numbers, to the following 
effect :-— 

We are informed that it has been stated in the Japan Commercial News 
that Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B., H.B.M.’s Minister Plesipotcotary. 
is about to proceed with the Briti fleet into the Inland Sea. We are by 
no means prepared to state that this is not true, but we have no hesitation 
in asserting our conviction that there is no authority for the statement.

n | Sir Rutherford “ had determined to hoist his flag at the Lega- 


tion in Yedo on the 16th May,” comes to us from Hong Kong, 
but our Yokohama advices are of an entirely different spirit. 
It has been long known that the Dutch were resolved to punish 
the offending Daimio for the outrage referred to above, and it 
will be seen that they are assembling a powerful force in Japa- 
nese waters, which it may be supposed can be intended only for 
that purpose. ‘There is every reason to discredit the idea that 
England is about to undertake any operation of an hostile ten- 
dency. Everything is at present quiet. The latest Market 
Report speaks of “a general revival of business, in both the 
import and export branches of trade.” Indeed, to avert any 
encounter with the foreigner, the Tycoon and some of the most 
powerful Daimios are dotermined, if we may believe the 
Japan Herald, to punish the guilty party themselves, That 
authority says:—We hear from our own Japanese corro- 
spondent that the affairs of Thioshiu, related to have been 
happily adjusted last month, seem not yet settled. There are 
reports of the Emperor's calling him to justice. Consequently 
the Government have sent Ongasawara Ukio-no-Taya with a 
message to him to that effect. The princes of the several 
provinces are daily calling out forces for this purpose. I-i- 
kamon-no-kami is to command the first detachment, Satsuma 
in to be the great commander, and will follow after him, The 
Kiushiu Daimios are to protect their own provinces, Kangs- 
Chiunga-ngou is to protect the eight provinces belonging to 
Yedo. The Government is to protect Miako, with the addi- 
tional help of Owari and Kiuchiu.” 

Mons. de Bellecourt, the Minister from France, left ‘Yoko- 
hama on the 6th May per HLI.M, steamer Zancrede. He arrived 
in Japan in Soptember, 1859, as Consul-General, and was 
promoted in June, 1860, to the dignity of Consul-General and 
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Chargé d’Affaires, In September, 1861, he assumed the post 
of Minister Plenipotentaire, Chargé du Consulat-General. His 
successor is H. E. Mons. Leon Roche§, who arrived on the 
27th April, per Tancrede. 

One of Nelson’s heroes has been undergoing hard treatment 
from the Japahese, bus #8 he had forsworn allegiance to 
Britain, Her Majesty’s reptcsentative cannot interfere. The 
American Minister; wé aré told, hed had nd less thah three 

* Jong interviews with Go¥erHors ftoit Ycdo, in the case of 

George Horton, a man of $4 years ‘of age, whom the Japanese 
brought here last June, under the pretext that he boarded a 
Japanese whaler at tho islands with a piratical intent. He was 
brought before the American Consul for trial, with another man 
from tho islands. This old man, who fought under Nelson at 
the battle of the Nile, and in other engagements, and who had 
been left at the islands by Commodore Perry in 1854 or 1855, 
on account of ill-health, was brought into court with his 
hands tied behind him with ropes, and there being not a 
shadow of evidence against him, with the consent of the captain 
of the Japanese vessel, and other officers who accompanied 
him, he was atonce set at liberty. The}American Minister very 
properly demanded that the Government should restore him to 
his property and home at tho Bonin Islands, This they 
utterly refused to do, and subsequently among other claims 
presented by tho Ministor against the Japanese Government, ho 
demanded that they should pay Mr. Horton $2,000 for his 
houses and lands at the islands. Three times the governors, 
or members of the Gorojio, have been here to meet the 
Aucrican Minister on this subject, after at first having refused 
sto entertain the question of indemnifying the decrepid man, 
who is thrown upon the United States’ Government after 
being robbed:of his property when more than fourscore 
years old. The old man was brought before the members of 
the Gorojio on one occasion, that they might have ocular 
demonstration of the falsity of the charge under which he was 
brought away from the islands, without so much as being 
allowed to get his clothes, or anything else that belonged to 
him. His manifest infirmity would demonstrate this, wero 
there not an entire absence of all testimony in proof of the 
charge. But after all these interviews and discussions the 
Government has, up to the present time, persisted in refusing 
to do this simple act of justice. The United States Govern- 
ment insists upon the demand being paid, and we are glad to 
know that not a jot of it will be abated, and, if necd be, the 
requisite means to enférce it, with all other demands, will be 
forthcoming. ‘ 

By the arrival on the 3rd May of the American barque 
Abigail, Capt. Nye, from the Bonin Islands, intelligence was 
received that tho Lady Leigh, Capt. Shiclds, which left 
Shanghai on the Ist of August last, bound to Bonin Islands 
on a fishing expedition, encountered a typhoon which com- 
pelled her to run into Nagasaki for repairs. On her way thence 
to the islands she was found to be leaking badly, and it was 
necessary on her arrival at the islands, October 22nd, 
to heave her down in Ten Fathom Bay in order to 
stop the leak. While lying there it was discovered 
that her bilge planks had started and she was otherwise unsea- 
worthy, and she was accordingly condemned. The islanders 
showed much kindness to the ship's company, freely sharing with 
them the limited varicty of subsistence which the islands pro- 
duce. Since the withdrawal of the Japanese colony last July, 
two Bnglish, three Portuguese, two Freach, and three Ameri- 
cans, with about forty Kanakas constitute the population, 

On the 24th of Deccmber Captain Shields, against the 
advice of his friends, embarked in a boat left there by tho 
Japanese, with the chief mate, the cook, two seamen, and 
a Chinese boy, intending to go either to China or the 
const of Japan, as might be most practicable. From the 
severity of the weather after their departure the islanders have 
had much apprehension they were lost at sea, but advices havo 
been received of their atrival at Hong Kong. Thesuper cargo 
of the Lady Leigh, and tho remainder of tho crew were kindly 
brought to Yokohama by Capt. Nye, at the risk of loss on his 
cruise by the diversion of his ship from her intended course. 
The Japanese profess to have abandoned the islands, on ac- 
count of the rumours of threatened war between Japan and 
the Western nations last summer, Doubtless they found 
this experiment at colonisation an unprofitable speculation, 

The harbour and climate are well spoken of ; but the soil 
appears tobe very barren, producing little save potatoes and 
onions, and only a very small portion being cultivable, Turtle 








and venison appear to be the principal food of the residents, 
but though very seducing occasionally, the shipwrecked crew 
seem to have become heartily tired of them after a long expe- 
rience. It is to be regretted that no attempt is made to 
describe the occupation of the islanders ; but it appears clear 
front the above account that they can only be making a living 
by hunting and fishing, and cannot contemplate establishing @ 
trade with the mainland, ‘The life of the ten Europeans must 
be sadly monotonous, and rescmbles more nearly that led by 
the mutinecrs of the Bousty and their descendarts, than any- 
thing which has been recorded of more recent colonial expe- 
riences. The total available area of soil for cultivation, on the 
island on which the Lady Leigh was abandoned, is estimated at 
fifty acres, so it is evidently totally unfitted to support a people 
who, like the Japauese or Chinese, live principally on rice. 
” JAPANESE AMUSEMENTS. 

The feats appear to have been those of strength rather than of agility, 
and to have consisted in wielding some warlike weapon. Thus we find 
Kanai-yujiro, aged 21, one of Mito’s retainers, handled an iron bar 6 
feet long, and weighing 1124 catties, or 150 Ibs. What he did with the 
bar the reporter does not say, but if he flourished it to any consider- 
able extent, he may be counted as having performed no triding feat of 
strength, 

‘Yamada Gehi, of Chikungo Yanagawa, aged 39, performed the same 
exploit. 

Bat hurrah for the ladies! Here comes Miss F’kui, 20 years old, beat- 
ing the air with a bar of the same material and length, but weighing only 
100 Ibs. Next appears a servant of Hosokawa, 28 years of age, distancing 
his predecessors while he brandishes an iron shillelagh (shall we call it ?) 
of the moderate weight of 266 lbs. Hosokawa seems to have a goodly 
number of such worthies among his retainers, for we are told that two 
others on the same day, aged respectively 18 and 17, handled iron bars 
of 150 Ibs. weight, with a dexterity that elicited the Tycoon’s commenda- 
tion. One of Okubo Kangaino Kami’s retainers, wielded a similar weapon 
on horseback, that weighed 175 pounds. 

‘Kondoo Geruba, a servant of Aidzu, won applause by the manner in 
which he wielded a broad axe, of the same weight as the preceding. 

Doctor Yamada, a retainer of Matzdaira Yamato no Kami, handled a 
long sword or spear, that would have served Goliath of Gath, weighing 


175 pounds. 
But the woman that next entered the list deserves more eclat, for she, 


Seki by name, aged 33 years, a servant of Satsuma, used the same 
weapon, weighing with its iron handle or staff, 146 pounds, 

Nari Kawa Hayato, aged 58 years, a servant of Ikamon no Kami, took 
up a gun weighing 390 pounds, and held it in position for firing across his 
knee. 

Cho-kai no Kami, a Minister of the Prince of Kanga, picked up a 
cannon ball weighing 300 pounds, as if to Icad a gun, and again, his 
daughter, 18 years of age, flourished a long spear weighing 150 pounds. 

Natai Yuzo, aged 17 years,a servant of Kanga, did the same with a 
sword of 150 pounds weight. 

Another of Kanga’s servants carried off the palm for bending a bow 
one inch and eight tenths in thickness, 

A retainer of Satsuma’s, Niino-Genzaimon by name, at the goodly age 
of 111 years, used a war-fan weighing 501b. 

Tsrumi Kiukichi, a man of 78 years, proved that he could hit a mao 
with a chain and ball at the distance of 108 feet. 

‘A youth of 18, one of Hosokawa’s servants, showed how he used & hoc 
weighing 66 pounds at his daily labour, 

Mention is made of a man who blew a conch shell whose capacity was 
1,665 cubic inches. While another man, one of Satsuma’s retainers, 
displayed the powers of a voice that can be heard at the distance 2 ri or 5 
miles nearly. Could Homer's Stentor beat that ? 

SHANGHAI. 

The dates are down to the 22nd of May, only two days 
later than received per French mail, We find nothing to add to 
the details of the capture of Chang-chow, given in our last 
issue of the 7th inst. The latest London mail to hand was of 
the 26th of March, 

Wo aro glad to learn that the caso of the OrientalbBank 
Corporation versws Yung-cheong, which was heard at Hankow 
on the 14th and 16th May, has been decided in favour of the 
former, It will be remembered that the action was brought 
by the bank to recover the sum lost through the defalcation of 
A-keen, tho compradore at the Shanghai Bank, for whom tho 
defendant was surety, Tho caso was tried before J. A. Web- 
ster, Fsq., H.M.’s Acting Consul, and J. Ashton and H.R. 
Mackenzie, Esqrs., Assessors, Judgtaent was delivered to the 
following effect:—‘ That the guarantee is binding on the de- 
fendants, and that they pay to plaintiffs the sum of S. taels 
68,323 ; cach party to pay their own costs.” We understand 
that the decision has been appealed against to Sir Frederick 
Bruce. 

‘The French police have again been brought into notoriety by 
the act of one of their body. A few days since an unoffending 
Chinaman was thrown from his pony in consequence of a blow 
administered by one of the guardians of tho peace, who, to 
punish what was in reality his own offence, confiscated tho 
pony, and led it away in triumph. This was an act arbitrary 
enough, itis true ; but it was cast into the shade by the further 
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confiscation of a pony whose rider alighted to render aid toa 
prostrate fellow-countryman. Tho policeman marched off with 
the captured ponies, but what he eventually did with them we 
have notdiscovered. The act seems to us one which might indeed 
be.explained, were it proved to be a freak committed by a man 
in a state of intoxication. But policemen should not, asa 
rule, be either given to intoxication or to practical joking, at 
least while on duty ; yet how we are to account for the eccen- 
tricities of the French police, unless wo admit ono of the above 
impeachments, we are at a loss to discover. We have on 
former occasions drawn attention to the peculiar action taken 
by the French policemen in cases where subjects of other 
Powers are concerned. The difficulties which have hitherto 
occurred have probably arisen from tho mixed character of the 
force, and from the small number of competent men who 
Present themselves for enrolment, We may expect ‘an altered 
stato of things when a body of “agents do la sureté publique,” 
whose approaching arrival is announced by the Municipal 
Council, shall have put in an appearance, and introduced a new 
and healthy element into the present system. The following 
letter contains a statement of the outrage to which we have 
referred above : 
(To the Editor of the Daily Shipping and Commercial News.) 
Shanghai, May 18, 1864. 

Sir,—While yesterday riding quietly over the bridge leading from the 
old north gate of the city, 2 French policeman came up, and struck my 
pony a violent blow with his baton or whip. ‘The animal, frightened, at 
once took head, and bolted, throwing me to the ground and hurting me 
severcly, #0 that I could not rise. The policeman seized the pony, and 
held i ‘until another Chinaman on horseback came up and alghted to 
raise me, when the policeman seized the latter’s pony also, and carried 
both away with him. 

I beg to ask whether Chinamen are forbidden to ride, or whether there 
is any law which excuses an outrage because the perpetrator is vested with 
an undue share of power ?—With respect, FENG-1ZU-LAN,

The following items are from the Friend of China :—* The 
Recorder records the changed appcarance of the British Consu- 
lar Court since the return of Sir Harry Parkes to his post. 
Sir Harry (the Editor tells us) does all the judicial work; that 
is to say, he takes down all the notes, evidence, &c., arising in 
each suit, himself, the principal duties of the Clerk of the Court 
being the swearing of witnesses, numbering and docketing of 
cases, &c, And there is a reporters’ table now, and there are 
lawyers’ tables, the order of the day being hard work, In 
short (says our contemporary), the neck is broken of cleansing 
tho Augean stables—a simile tho poctry of which we have a 
difficulty in appreciating. No doubt there is a change in the 
way consular duties are performed just now, and we rejoice at 
seeing Sir Harry in the seat of justice in every case, his expe- 
rience of bench duties being pretty extensive ; but wo are 
bound to say, in justice to Messrs. Markham and Lay, that our 
contemporary is not justificd in using such words as “ cleansing 
the Augean stable’ in any such connection; while, from the 
constable to the chief, the work, far from being heavier or 
better performed, must now be a little lighter than it was 
before.” 

“When reporting the fall of Chang-chow-foo, we forgot to 
say that Tan-yaug was evacuated at tho same time; news of 
the events reaching Shanghai at the same moment. Those at 
Tan-yang who had reason to hope for consideration at the 
hands of the Imperialists, were busily engaged for many heurs 
before they approached in shaving their heads and plait- 
ing new tails, one great lack being black or any kind of silk for 
what Chinese call the éscen, or fag end.” 

“ Quinsan.—Gordon was busy at arranging a scttlement of 
claims, and would be off on a reconnoitering expedition about 
Nanking at the earliest moment. The Friend of China 
earnestly hopes the Taipings may catch him on their ground 
out of this province—they would be fully warranted in ex- 
ecuting him with short shrift. If they shave his head, how- 
ever, and brand him “ the King of the China Barbers” it vill 
‘be quite enough for the London clubs,” 








HANKOW. 

The steamer Sea King arrived at Hankow on 15th May ready 
to load with the new teas at £12. 

The Challenger had left Shanghai for Hankow in tow of a 
steamer, 

FOO-CHOW. 

Several clippers were in port for the new teas, and wo hear 
that, owing to competition, not more than £4 to £5 will be 
obtained, 

HONG KONG. 

‘The dates aro down to the 30th of May. The London mail 
of the 11th of April, which broke down in the Candia, in 
the Red Sea, arrived on the 29th of May, with the French mail 
of the 17th of April. 

One of the most daring and long-planned robberies which 
has taken place for some time past was discovered on the 16th 
May. At three o'clock, a.m., a light was observed in the 
jewellery department of the house of Douglas Lapraik, Esq., 
by the Chinese watchman, who at once gave the alarm. Tho 
inmates were quickly roused, when a hole in the floor was 
found almost wide enough for the entrance of an ordinary 
sized man, and through which a boy could pass with ease. 
On examination it was ascertained that the burglars had dug 8 
large hole about ten feet underground, starting from the side- 
drain, and going under the foundation of the building. In this 
excavation housebreaking implements of various descriptions, 
with small Chinese lanterns, Chinese clothing, and ropes wero 
discovered. A document was also found which proves the 
careful and professional premeditation of the burglars ; it was 
no less than a division of the spoil which was to have been 
carried off between the gang of fifteen whose names were ap- 
pended to the paper. There is no doubt but that this is the 
work of a gang thoroughly organised ; and the digging—wo 
might almost say quarrying—must have beon the work of at 
least a fortnight. One remarkable fact connected with it iz, 
that the police made a spccial inspection of the drains about 
three weeks before, when this one was found to be quite 
secure, The value of the property carried off amounts to 
between seven and eight hundred dollars; but when we con- 
sider the large amount of moveable valuables on the premises, 
it is certainly very fortunate they did not suceced in taking 
away a quantity of much greater value. None of the thieves 
have as yet been discovered ; but the police are on the look- 
out for them, and we hope will prove successful. 


THE CITY HALL PUBLIC MEETING. 

The public meeting called to consider the site and other 
matters connected with the proposed City Hall was held in the 
Club House. Instead-of the usual seven or eight which 
gonerally constitute a public meeting in Hong Kong, about 
four times that number of gentlemen were present on the 
occasion. 

The Hon. C. W. Murray, having been called to the chair, 
expressed his satisfaction on behalf of the committeo at the 
unusual number of gentlemen present, thus showing the warm 
interest felt in the movement; Having spoken of the great 
advisability and growing necessity for a City Hall in this 
colony, he proceeded to give a sketch of what had taken 
place from the first meeting in October, 1861, up to tho 
present tine. ‘he first site, by side the cliff on which 
stands the house of Augustine Heard and Co., was found 
to be much too small, and a second application was 
made to Government for that on whick the Har- 
bour Master’s office now stands. Both the Home 
and local Governments had certainly shown a commendablo 
readiness to assist in the undertaking, and granted every facility 
to forward the wishes of the committce, for which they de- 
setved the thanks of the community. At first, the committee, 
fearing that sufficient funds could not be raised to build a hall 
worthy of the colony, had thought of restricting their views in 
some measure ; and they had agreed to be content with the 
necessary condition of providing accommodation for the Har- 
bour Master's office in the building. This was objected to by 
many at the time, on the ground that it would both encroach 
upon the accommodation at the committee’s disposal and destroy 
its entirely municipal character, which it was generally felt ought 
to be retained ; but the committee were shut up to tho con- 
clusion, bad not a great accession of funds come in just at that 
time, and enabled them to enlarge their borders. They now pro- 
posed, with the aidof the Government, to reconstructthat portion 
of thePraya betweentho Military and Lindsay and Co.’s wharves, 
which would give them spaco on which to build a new Har- 
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bour-Master’s office, apart altogether from the City Hall, and 
still leave space for a compound at the back of the Hall. The 
front would thus also be greatly improved by space being 
afforded for a carriage approach and a compound in front, which, 
having the fountain presented by Mr. Dent in the centre, would 
be a great improvement. The committee also proposed to 
provide free accommodation for the libraries of the Morrison 
and Royal Asiatic Societies and of the London Mission ; and 
he (Mr. Murray) expressed a hope that this step might lead to 
the formation of a public library,;which was a want] much felt 
in the colony. 

As to funds, they had in hand $15,500, the eight banks 
would make up other $4,000, which, with $500 from Mr. 
Campbell, made a total of $20,000 of donations. He was sorry 
to say that the appeal which was made was most unsuccessful, 
$284.50 being the whole amount received, scarcely as much as 
would pay the printing, had it not been done for almost nothing, 
The usual liberality of Mr. Robert Jardine, however, had fully 
made up this, On communicating with Mr. Jardine on the 
subject, that gentleman offered to support the undertaking to 
the amount of $50,000, either as a loan or as shares’; and it 
was thought that the most simple way would be to take it in 
the form of shares, It was proposed to raise the remaining 
$30,000 in shares of ,$100; and it would be a standing re- 
proach to the people of Hong Kong if, after the munificence of 
Mr. Jardine, they failed to do so, With regard to the shares 
of Mr. Jardine, the committee would also submit a resolution 
to the meeting that they ought to be held as preferential 
shares at 5 per cent. interest, or more if the receipts 
could afford it. The progress of the colony during the two 
years which the Hall would occupy in building almost in- 
sured a dividend of seven or eight per cent.; and it was but 
tight, the committee thought, that Mr. Jardine should get the 
advantage in preference to all other claims. He (Mr. Murray) 
had been informed that the Chamber of Commerce intended to 
give a donation of $2,500; and there was no doubt, after 
the favourable aspect the project was now assuming, that more 
donations from home, as well as from the colony, would soon 
be forthcoming. As is often the case in the building of 
churches, our friends at home could send donations in the 
form of pieces of the building and fittings, and such like, 
which would be quite as acceptable as money. The rough 
estimate of the cost of building amounted to fully $80,000, so 
that not less than $100,000 would require to be raised. 

Mr. Murray concluded by stating that as the committee, of 
which he was chairman had discharged their functions, they would 
now resign their office ; but, if it was the desire of the meeting 
they had no objection to continue their duties in the under- 
taking they had so much at heart, 

The following resolutions were then proposed, seconded, and 
unanimously agreed to. 

1.—Proposed by Mr. Whittall, seconded by Mr. Gibb, 

“That the retiring committee be re-elected, with power to add to their 
number and to supply vacancies; and that they be and hereby are 
anttoreed to take all necessary measures for the completion of the under- 

ing. 

Te Proposed by Mr. Walker, seconded by Mr. Ruttunjee, 

“That the committee be and hereby are authorised to use their own 
discretion in regard to accepting the proposal of Government for the 
reconstruction of a portion of the Praya, and the erection of a new Har- 
bour Master's office apart from the City Hall, and, if satisfied of the ex- 
pediency of the measure, to execute the necesary works. 

11I,—Proposed by Mr. Brand, seconded by Mr. How, 

“ That whatever funds are required in addition to the donations that 
have been and may further be obtained in aid of the undertaking, shall be 
raised by the issue of shares of one hundred dollars each, under the man- 
agement and direction of the committee.

A vote of thanks to the chairman concluded the pro- 
ceedings. 

On Her Majesty's birthday the Volunteer Artillery Company 
turned out to honour the occasion with a royal salute. The 
weather was most dismal, torrents of rain descending the. 
whole day. Eachof the six guns fired three rounds to begin 
with, while one round from half of the battery completed the 
royal salute of twenty-one. The band immediately played the 
Nationel Anthem in excellent style; the commandant ordered 
three cheers‘to be given for Her Majesty, which order was duly 
responded to. The corps then quickly limbered up, and marched 
back to quarters at double-quick time. 

The Dutch brig Candati was attacked in the Ly-e-moon by 
pirates, but succeeded in beating them off. 

A fire broke out in Taipingshan, when six or seven thousand 
dollars’ worth of property was destroyed ; but had it not been 
for the promptness of Captain Quin and his officers, with the 
admirable working of the fire-plug, the loss might have been 
much heavier. 

The Judge awarded the master, crew, and owners of the 
steamer Chanticleer $55,000 as salvage on the cargo of the 
Cornelia, latoly stranded on the Prata Shoal ; while £1,000 was: 
given for the salvage of the vessel. , 

The Govrnment Gazette contains the census of the colon; 
for the year 1863. The entire population of the colony is 
124,850; 1,644 of which are Europeans; 1,336 Portuguese, 
Indians, and mixed blood ; 100 aliens, or temporary residents ; 
leaving 121,770 Chinese. The total number of public and 
private buildings is 6,350, 588 of which are untenanted or 
unfinished. The number of every description of boats plying 
in the harbour and bays shows a total of 4,019, with a 
population on board of 16,233 men, 6,529 women, 4,901 male 
children, and 2,884 female children, or a total of boat popula- 
tion amounting to 30,537. 

The Order of Council revoking the two former orders con- 
nected with the Lay-Osborn affair is also published. 

A report is given of the Registrar-General’s relative to the 
working of the new ordinance for compulsory licensing of chairs 
and chair-coolies, The report states that the ordinance has 
worked very satisfactorily, 430 chairs, and 858 chair-coolies 
having been registered ; and the tin badge difficulty seems to 
have been overcome. The Registrar-General suggests a new 
stand might be appointed between Old Bailey-street and Union 
Chapel. 

The Hon, Mr. H. J. Ball, and Mr. W. H. Alexander, are 
appointed Commissioners for compiling a new edition of the 
ordinances of the colony; and Mr. Walter Meredith Deane, 
and Mr, Henry John Heard Tripp, both of the Hong Kong 
Volunteers, are appointed to be extra aides-de-camp. 

From the criminal returns, we learn that no leas than 178 
cases were tried during the year 1863. 23 persous were con- 
victed for burglary during the year; 7 more burglary |with 
wounding ; and for robbery from the person, 33. For theft 
from dwelling houses 14 were convicted, while 23 were con- 
victed for piracy. These {figures, slong with 24 convicted for 
escaping from gaol, are the principal items in the long list of 
211 persons found’ guilty of criminal offences during the past 
year. It isso far satisfactory to state that the entire number 
of the pirates, and the greater proportion of those engaged in 
the robberies, appear in the column headed “ penal servitude.” 
‘The total number of cases brought before the Police Magis- 
trates’ Court during the year was 5,015, the chief fitems of 
which are—Assaults, {758; st large without passes, 274 ; 
breach of registration ordinance, 215 ; thefts, 879 ; vagrancy, 
196 ; burglary, robbery, &., 67; with 2,034 for unlawful pos- 
session of property, breach of the peace, &c. 

We (China Mail) feel bound to draw attention to the 
approaching publication of Dr. Legge’s third volume of the 
Chinese Classics, How the two first volumes have gone off 
we do not know, but if we might judge by their own merits 
they ought to have sold well. The works both of Confucius 
and Mencius are evidently the result of careful deliberation on 
the part of those two sages, and we should not consider any 
persons to be fully educated who had not perused both volumes, 
With regard to their merits, it may be questioned whether or not 
the learned translator is himself aware how much benefit he is 
conferring on the world by his arduous labours. Be that as it 
may, the translation of these Chinese Classics is a benefit oon- 
ferred upon every man who understands the English language. 
If wo had merely desired to puff Dr. Legge’s books we might 
have done so long ago, but this is not our intention; the 
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Chinese Classics will, we dare say, get on without any help of 
ours. It is impossible to peruse these works without feeling 
that wisdom did not die with Solomon, for every page of them 
contains maxims and aphorisms worthy of being written in 
letters of gold. It is not always that such writing can be gleaned 
from Asiatic sources. The Indian sages are somewhat tame in 
their writings, besides being altogether too superstitious ; but 
the same cannot be asserted of the Chinese philosophers. In 
their works we find rules, by no means valueless, for the 
guidance of statesmen in every country of the globe. We also 
find directions for the social affairs of every position in life, 
whether it be the relation between father and son, husband and 
wife, or citizen and magistrate. To take up one of these 
volumes which have been translated by the learned and talented 
Dr. Legge, and to read it carefully through is half an education, 
and we cannot do better than advise everybody to obtain a 
copy of the works reférred to.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA EXPORTS. 

Tea.—With the termination of the season, the usual exhaustion of 
stock has oceurred. The remark applies with peculiar force and effect to 
the season now about to close, for the exhaustior ‘ith the exception of 
a bagatelle) both at the ports and in the producing districts is complete, 
whether of black or green. As for the new teas, some have arrived at 
‘Amoy and at Foochow, and business appears to be going on apace at the 
prodacing districts. The advices as to quality and price are, as usual, 
conflicting, but there appears no doubt abou: the quantity being full. 
Several steamers and a large number of first-class clippers are either 
engaged or awaiting to load with the new Congous fur London, so that 
large supplies will go forward early. ‘The first shipments will be contract 
teas, of which there are not many this season, ‘There may be some delay 
in opening the market, for last year's rates cannot be given by the cx- 

ers, and as it seems their rule, in the producing districts, there should 
Pe ‘a struggle at the ports between the dealers and the buyers. 

CanTon.— Scented teas are much higher than they were at the open- 
ing of last season. The prevalence of rainy weather having injured the 
flower used for scenting, fine gualides are scarce. Canton Greens 
have been dealt in to a moderate extent at high rates; latterly 
buyers have become more cautious, but holders are extremely firm. 
‘The stock on the market is thus given, Tayshaans Congou 1,400 hf ch. 
Powchong 2,500 hf.ch. Oolong 1,200 hf.ch. Scented Orange Pekoe 
6,000 boxes. Scented Caper 7,000 boxes. Canton Greens, 15,000

Foo-cHow.—The only settlements we hear of are :—Congou, 600 
chests at taels 14 to 15} for common to low flavory. Stock 1,700 chests. 
Oolong, 1,000 }-chesis at tacls 8.5 for very common. The first sample of 
new teas was shown on the 12th instant, being three days later than last 
year, and to date only 3,200 chests (of which part are contracts) have 
arrived. It is therefore to soon too give an opinion as to the quality of the 
new crop. 

SHANGHAI.—Black : Settlements of the fortnight, 2 chops Oonam 
(2,070 chests) at 16 to 18 taels, and 500 chests Japan Oolong at 23 to 
29taels. Besides which, 830 chests Congou have been transshipped on 
owner’s account. The above rates for the Oonams display a fall of fully 
one tael on last quotations, The stock on the market is reduced to 2,000 
chests Congou. Green: Transactions and rates are quoted slightly easier, 
both which effects are traceable to the same cause, namely, the poor as- 
sortment on offer, which are almost entirely of common Kewkiang packed 
teas, At that port there is not a chest on the market. Reports are to 
hand from the Pingsuey districts, which state that the price of the leaf has 
opened very high in consequence of the competition caused by foreign 
contractors. Good teas are not likely to be laid down under 44 taels. 

Hanxow.—The market for new teas reported open in the Yung- 
low-toong and Hip-ca-see districts. The weather had been very un- 
favourable for tea picking, but a few lots of leaf were said to have been 
settled at 500 cash per catty, which would lay down finest chops in 
Hankow at 34 to 35 tls. or about two tls. higher than last year; the 
quantity bought, however, was so amall the market could scarcely be said 
to have fairly opened, and these figures could not be taken as a criterion 
of what prices will be. Small musters of unprepared leaf had been 
shown, but as they were evidently picked samples, no opinion could be 
formed of the crop. Supplies were not expected to arrive before the 
first week in June.—Total export for the season 683 chops or 366,300 
chests, against 286,391 chests last year. 

Kgwxtanc.—Green Teas: The market had been cleared of the stock 
left at the date of our last, and the supplies from the interior having been 
exhausted the season is closed. Exports show a falling off of 39,272 half- 
chests, which, including 5,300 half-chests of old teas stated in this scason’s 
export, exhibits a total deficiency in the yield of about 50,000 half-chests 
as compared with the previous season. Export to date 231.549 bulf- 
chests, Against season 1862-63, 270,928 half-chests. Black ‘Teas: 
Advices had been received of the opening of the market for new leaf in 
Ningchow at 280 cash, and of the advance in two days to 320 cash per 
catty—equal to tacls 27.5 in Kewkiang—with higher prices anticipated, 
‘At Hohow the market had not yet opened, and lower prices were 
expected, The rebels had becn compelied to take a more southerly direce 
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tion which had enabled the pickers to return to their work. Export to 
date 112,437 chests. Against season 1862-63, 52,275 chests. 

Nacasaki.—Little or none offering. Samples of the new season's 
crops have been exhibited, and parcels are expected in the market shortly, 

Yoxouama.—We can now report a few new season’s musters offering. 

but we hardly believe that they represent parcels. The prices asked are 
very high, $30 to 32 being the general sale for teas similar to what were 
bought last season at $18 to 20 and 22 per picul. No business is likely 
to be done at these rates, and we imagine by the time that supplies of any 
amount are to hand the merchants will become more reasonable in theit 
ideas. e 
Raw Sitx.—Suancual.—The business of the fortnight has amounted 
to about 600 bales of Teatlees and Hainings, at prices showing no altera- 
tion on those last quoted, but as the rate of exchange has advanced, the 
laying down cost has been somewhat increased. The reports from the 
interior with respect to the coming crop are so far favourable, but there 
appears little doubt that the total yield will again be a very small one. 
‘The unprecedentedly low price of mulberry leaves (usually ‘$1 to 2 per 
picul), now selling at 200 cash per picul, argues in favour of the China- 
men’s reports of a scarcity of worms, but if we may judge of the coming 
emp by asmall hank new Sewhing just received, it would pees that the 
quality and colour will be good. ‘The dealers are again talking of high 
prices, especially for Taysaam sorts adapted to the requirements of the 
local consumption. Hank musters of Tsatlees and Taysaams are ex- 
pected down before departure ofnext mail. From Japan 503 bales have 
come forward. Prices there fhave declined $]0 to 15 per picul, and 
with larger arrivals the stock has increased to about 600 piculs. The 
transactions of the fortnight are reported at 1,300 bales, against 1,000 
bales corresponding fortnight of last season, and 1,500 bales the season 
before. The present unsold stock is 1,500 bales, against a still smaller 
quantity last season, and about the same the season before. The follow- 
ing are the latest quotations :—Tsatlees, No. 1 chops 440 tls, per picul ; 
No. 2, 420 tls. per picul ; No. 3, 400 tls. per picul. 

Canton.—A few musters of new Canton silk came to hand shortly 
before the departure of this mail, and a few parcels have lately reached 
this, and been taken for India at prices which are considerably in advance 
of last season. The silk of the first crop was reported by the brokers just 
Prior to last mail’s departure as likely to be abundant, this is now generally 
confirmed, and the quality of the silk appears good. The 2nd crop is 
stated to be progressing very favourably, and the silk may be looked for 
in about three weeks time, when it is hoped that a more abundant supply 
will have the effect of causing a considerable decline in the prices now 
asked. The settlements reported to have been lately made by the Indian 
houses—the only buyers—consist of a few bales Loong-Kong at $430 
per picul, and Kow-Kongs at $397, altogether some 50 piculs are said 
to be going forward per present steamer for Indi As the extravagant 
rates paid for Bombay do not constitute a fair market price, quotations 
given are regarded as merely nominal, and are not likely to be maintained 
—viz,: Loong-kong, No. 1, 425 to 430; do., No. 2, $410 to 415; 
Kow-kong, $395 to 400; re-reeled Cumchuck, $480 to 483 (a few boxes 
settled for America). 

Yoxouama.— We have no particular alteration to report in this mar- 
ket. A few parcels have been sold, among which are some very inferior 
Hatshogees, at $320 to 330. The stock, amounting to about 800 bales, 
is composed almost entirely of hank silk, for which there is but little do- 
mand, our prices being still too high, compared with the European 
markets. 

Daves, &c,—Canron.—Cassia Lignea: $15.50 to 16; no settle. 
ments reported ; stock, 2,000 piculs, only a small portion whereof is new. 
Cassia Buds quoted $544; stock, 40 piculs. Essential Oils: None on 
the market. China Galls: 100 piculs have been taken at $13.60, and a 
like quantity is still on the market, held at $13.75. Rhubarb: Still no 
supplics, and none fit for shipment to Europe or United States on offer. 
Musk: The stock consists of 25 catties of an inferior description. Galan- 
gal: No settlements; 200 pls. held at $13.50. 

Hone Konc.—Since the arrival of telegraphic advices from London to 
lth April, a good business has been done, both foreigners and Chinese 
buying in expectation of an advance. The settlements of the fortnight 
amount to 15,000 bags, principally Japan, which has been in full supply. 
In the early part of the fortnight this description was quoted $92, but has 
now advanced to $33.50. 





























CHINA IMPORTS. 

Corron Yarn.—The lower numbers of Yara show a decline value 
of about $1 to $1.50 per picul, while the higher grades remain without 
change to notice. ‘he sales reported during the fortnight amount to 212 
bales. In Canton, where the lower grades have also declined, 150 bales 
have chi nged hands. Grey Shirtings: There is not any alteration to 
notice in the quotalions given for these fabrics, which remain at the prices 
given in last report. ‘The business transacted during the fortnight is com- 
Prised in sales of 2,800 pieces reported to be purchased by Chinese 
dealers and foreign buyers in equal proportions. 1,000 pieces of 8} Ib. 
fabrics have been taken in Foochow at $5.50 per picce, and from Amoy 
the sales advised amount to 1,100 pieces of a similar weight at 45.50 
to $5.60, White Shirtings: The settlements of these goods reported 
in this market amount to 700 pieces, while from Amoy sales of 
500 pieces 64 reed at ¢5.65, and from Foochow 970 pieces, 64 to 66 reed 
at 25.70 to 6 are advised. T-Cloths met with but very little inquiry in 
Hong Kong, and the settlements effected amount to only 1,650 pieces. 
From Foo-chow sales of 4,100 pieces are reported at prices ranging from 
$3.65 to 4.10 for 6lb. to 7ib. goods. White Spotted Shirtings, Dyed do., 
Brocades, White and Coloured, bave not been in great request, and sales 
during the fortnight are limited to 500 pieces of Dyed Brocades taken at 
$5.25. Damasks are without sales to report. Chintzes: The sales of 
these goods effected in Hong Kong amount to 250 pieces sold by auction. 
Handkerchiefs have been placed in Hong Hong to the extent of 800 
Soren, in addition to which some 1,400 dozens have been moved off by 
public sale. 

Woot.ens.—Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies’ and Habit 
Cloths: All these fabrics have remained without any inquiry both in this 
market and that of Canton during the fortnight. Long Elis: There are 
not any transactions to report in Long Jills since the date of last report 














from Hong Kong, but in Canton, where prices had declined about 20 
cents per piece, sales of 1,700 pieces have been effected. Camlets remain ‘ 
as before quoted, with sales in Hong Kong to the extent of 240 pieces. 
Lastings: 60 pieces have changed hands during the fortnight, Blankets : 
Have found purchasers to the extent of 300 pairs, in addition to which 
1,050 pairs have been moved off by auction. 

Metats.—Iron Flat, &c.: The prices of almost all descriptions of 
Tron again show a material advance upon the quotations current on the 
departure of last Mail steamer, and the amount of business transacted dur- 
ing the fortnight both in this market and Canton has been upon a fair 
scale, amounting to 6,000 piculs, and 2,000 piculs for cach port respec- 
tively. Lead remains at previous quotations, withfsales in Hong Kong to 
the extent of 450 piculs.. In Canton there have not been any settle- 
ments. Tin: 1,408 slabs have found buyers in this Colony. Tin-plates 
have declined in value both here and in Canton, with sales during the 
fortnight to the extent of 750 boxes, Steel: Without change to notice 
in quotations has been sold to the extent of 500 tubs. In Canton rates 
have advanced 10 to 20 cents, but there has not been any business trans -

TREATY BETWEEEN THE VICEROY OF CAMBODIA 
AND THE EMPEROR OF THE FRENCH. 
Avevsr 11, 1863. 


This Treaty having been duly considered and concluded be- 
tween the Admiral on the part of the Emperor of the French 
and the Prince of Cambodia, in order that Cambodia may be 
in peace and prosperity [with Lower Cochin-China], and as the 
two nations are contiguous, the Cambodians must not be on 
unfriendly terms with the French, For this reason the Em- 
peror of the French commanded the Commander-in-Chief, 
Vice Admiral de la Grandiere, Governor of Saigon, to consult 
with the Prince of Cambodia, to make it publicly known that 
the Emperar of the French will assist to protect Cambodia. 
For carrying into effect this object the Commander-in-Chief, 
Admiral de la Grandicre, Governor of Saigon, aud the Somdetch 
Phra Maha Uperat, Governor of Cambodia, have concluded the 
following treaty :— 

Art. 1, The Emperor of the French will assist to protect Cambodia. 

Art. 2. The Emperor of the French will appoint a French olficer as 
consul to reside near the Prince of Cambodia, to enforce the observance 
of this treaty by both nations. This French officer will be under the 
orders of the Commander-in-Chief at Saigon, The Prince of Cambodia 
will appoint a Cambodian officer to reside with the Commander-in-Chicf 
as Consul. 

Art. 3. If a French officer reside in Cambodia in the above mentioned 
capacity, he is to be considered as a noble of high rank, and to be re- 
spected and feared as such. - 

Art. 4, If any other Foreign nation desire to appoint a Consul in Cam- 
bodia, the Prince of Cambodia and his chief nobles will consult with the 
French Commonder-in-Chief at Saigon, and if all agree, then that 
Foreign nation‘can appoint a consul. If the Prince of Cambodia and his 
nobles will not consent to allow any foreign nation to appoint a Consul 
in Cambodia, the Admiral Commander-in-Chief at Saigon will also 
refuse his consent. If the Prince of Cambodia and his nobles consent 
to the appointment of the Consul, the Adiniral Commander-in-Chief 
will also consent. 

Art. 5. If any French subjects desire to travel about for the purposes 
of trade, or to build houses in Cambodia, they must inform the Cambodian 
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authorities, who will provide them with documents to enable them to do so. 
rt. 6. If any Cambodian subjects go to the French territories they 
ike privileges and power, 
. If French subjects and Cambodians have disputes together they * 
must complain to the French Consul, and if after investigation the casa 
is not settled, the Consul and the Cambodian officers will consult together 
and ‘arrange the matter justly. If Cambodians and Cambodians have 
disputes, the French Consul will not interfere in the matter. 
If French subjects have disputes among themselves the Cambod- 
ian officers will not interfere. If foreigners, natives of Europe, 
have disputes with the French, the French officer will settle 
the case. If a French subject, having committed an offence, 
fly to Cambodia, the Cambodian authorities will assist the French 
Consul to convey the defaulter to the Commander-in-Chief at Saigon for 
judgment. If there be no French consul or officers in Cambodia, the 
French Commander-in-Chief will have power to act for the Consul in 
arranging such matters. 

_ Art. 8. If a French subject wish to reside in Cambodia he will register 
himself at the French Consulate, and the French Consul will inform the 
Cambodian authorities of the circumstance. 

Art. 9. If a Cambodianjwish to reside in Fronch territory, and there is 
no impediment to his doing so, he will bo registered by the Cambodian 
authorities themselves, or by the Cambodian officer appointed by the 
Prince of Cambodia to reside at Saigon, F 

Art. 10. If traders bring merchandise of any description from foreign 
ports with the exception of opium, for sale in Cambpdia, and they have a 
pass from the Saigon authorities permitting them to come, the Cambodian 
Custom-house must not levy any duty, but if the traders bring opium, the 
Cambodian authorities can levy a duty on it. 

Art. 11. All articles of commerce which traders take from Cambodia 
to Cochin-China, if the Cambodian Custom-house officers have already 
collected the duty on them, and the “‘Tangkau” has a pass from the 
Cambodian authorities, which will be countersigned by the French Consul, 
will be permitted to be sold in the French territory free of dut 

Art. 12. Ifany French subject in pursuit of seignce come to Cambodia, 
he must inform the Cambodian authorities, who will render assistance for 
his safe conduct. :, 

_Art. 13. If French ships or junks be plundered by pirates anywhere 
within the Cambodian territory at any time, and the Cambodian authorities 
of that place are informed of the circumstance, they will examine tho 
matter, seize and punish the robbers according to law, and the propert 
recovered will be restored to the owners or to the French Consul, who will 
deliver it over tothe owners. If the robbers are not found, and no pro- 
perty recovered, and if the Cambodian authorities have made every search 
without success, the said authorities will not be beld responsible. The 
above is also applicable to the property of French subjects in Cambodia. 

Art. 14, If Cambodian ships or junks be plundered by pirates in the 
French dominions, the French authorities of the nearest place on being 
informed will search for the robbers, seize and punish them according to 
law, and the property recovered will be restored to the owners; if the 
owners be absent, to the Cambodian officers for transmission to them. 
If after making search for the robbers and property the French officers do 
not find them they are not to be held responsible. If Cambodian officers 
in French territory be plundered of any kind of property the above is also 
applicable to them, and if the French officers have done their utmost to 
find the robbers aud property, but without success, they will not be made 
answerable, 

Art. 15. All French bishops with authority to teach religion through- 
out the territories af Cambodia, the Cambodians will place no impedi- 
ment to their doing so. If they wish to build churches, schools, or 
hospitals, they will inform the Cambodian authorities, whose consent will 
be necessary. 

Art. 16. The Emperor of the French recognises the Prince of Cambodia 
asa legitimate Prince and agrees to assist him in preserving peace and 
friendship, and to protect Cambodia from her enemies and from the op- 
pression of other countries. The Emperor of the French honestly will 
assist the Prince so as to enable him to collect duties from the traders and 
to enable them to proceed to sea, 

Art. 17. In order that the foregoing article may be easily carried into 
effect the French Commander-in-Chief, Governor of Saigon, desires 
some land at “ Charvey Chung ” to build houses for coals and godowns for 
rice for the French vessels. ‘The Prince of Cambodia to give the said 
land at “ Charvey Chung,” viz., from the north of the fort and stockades 
upwards of 15 seu (1,800 feet). If any Cambodian temple ground in- 
tervene it must be avoided, and such ground to continue to remain and 
belong to the said temples. If the French Commander-in-Chief desiro 
any more land anywhere the Prince and his nobles if after consideration 
find a piece su'table they will grant it on the same conditions as at 
fs: Charvey Chung.” 

Art. 18. In order to show their gratitude for the protection afforded by 
the Emperor of the French for the purpose of promoting the peace and 
prosperity of the country, the Cambodians agree that if the French 
wish to cut timber in the Cambodian forests for the purpose of building 
the ships of the Emperor of the French they shall be permitted to do so 
upon informing the Cambodian authorities, who will send instructions to 
the Governors of the Interior to that effect. On the part of the French 
they agree to pay all expenses incurred. If the French buy any mer- 
chandise in Camboria thy will be permitted to do so with facility, the

THE FRENCH TREATY WITH CAMBODIA. 

In May last we took occasion to notice a question put by 
Lord Enrrexp in the House of Commons to the Under-Secretary 
for Forcign Affairs relative to the troaty recently ratified by 
the Emperor of the Frencu and the Prince of Campopia. 
‘The purport of that enquiry was to ascertain if the current 
report had any foundation that the said treaty excluded other 
foreign nations from its benefits. Mr. Layard replied that 
the French Government had been communicated with on that 
point, and an evasive answer received, if such a clause was in- 
serted it must have been by inadvertence. We then pointed 
out that no copy of the treaty accompavied the quasi-assurance 
“ that no privileges were given to French subjects which were 
“ not equally extended to the subjects of all other nations.” 
Now at the timo this subterfugo was perpetrated by the 
tainister who holds the Foreign Portfolio, M. Drovyn DE 
L'Hurs, we know, from facts which have come to our knowledge 
since then, that a special plenipotentiary had just been sent 
to Siam and Cambodia with this most exclusivo treaty ratified 
by the Emrenor ; a translation of which, in extenso, we produce 
in this issue, and which wo believe is published for the first 
time, or its'nineteen articles brought under the cognizance of 
Her Maszsry’s Government and the Houses of Parliament. 

On reference to this document it will be scen by Article 
first that “The Emperor of the Frenca will assist to protect 
“Cambodia.” In fact, this means that the French have as- 
sumed a protectorate over the former tributary atate of Cam- 
bodia as it existed under the Cochin Chinese Government ; 
which tribute they claim to inherit by right of conquest, so that 
Tu-Dok, the King of UpperCochin-China and Tonquin,no longer 
possesses power, accordingtothe Frenchinterpretation of VaTrex's 
“Law of Nations” bearing on treaties, but not supported by 
that eminect authority. However, as the reception of tribute 
is not in accordance with the spirit of European civilisation, 
the French substitute for it this convention, including special 
privileges and cession of territory. But then the King of Stam 
is a joint receiver of tribute from Cambodia, and its present 
viceroy was appointed by him, consequently he demurred to the 
newly-assumed power of the French over that dependency. This 
point was easily overcome by M. Ausarer, the new Charge 
@ Affaires for Siam, who was instructed not to interfere with the 
rights of the Twin-kings aud Government, but to recognise the 
payment of tribute as formerly ; proposing at the same time to 
erect Cambodia into a distinct kingdom, and crown the present 
ruler, the Somdetch Ox¢ Pura Naravos, king. ‘This pro- 
position was at once ucceded to by the Siamese Government 
and kings, who appointed two of tho principal Ministers 
of State, with four nobles, and a retinue of fifty retainers carry- 
ing the insigniaof titles aud honours, to repair to Udong, and 
there, in conjunction witha body of French dignitaries, to per- 
form the ceremony of coronation with the customary eastern 
magnificence. These officials arrived at Saigon from Bangkok 
in April by the French war steamer D'£utre Custeaux, accom- 
panied by M. Aubaret, and were to proceed to Udong in the 
same vessel with Rear-Admiral de la Granpiere, Governor 
and Commandant of French Cochin-China, and other French 
functionaries, when the fcorouation would take place on some 

















auspicious day in May. From this it will be seen that not 
only is the treaty a fait accompli of the most exclusive charac- 
ter, but the Freach have established an indisputable protec- 
torate over Cambodia by erecting it into a separate kingdom, 
and forming a defensive and offensive alliance with its king, 
created at their own hands. At the court of this new 
sovereign there is to be a French plenipotentiary, who will have 
the veto of excluding the representatives of any other natio1 
while in the capital they are to have a large tract of land 
ceded for the ostensible purpose of building houses and stores, 
but which, no doubt, will, be turned soon into a naval arsenal 
and military station as at Saigon. In all these concessions on 
the part of Siam and Cambodia no doubt their Governments 
are actuated by the spirit of an alliance against the common 
enemy, Tu-DuK and the Annamese Government, who are the 
natural foes of both Cambodia and Siam, and who are ignored 
by this compact of the three Powers from ever interfering in 
the affairs of their former tributary prince. It is just possible 
that this usurpation of his authority may rankle in the mind of 
the proud Annamese King, and hostilitiesagain break out against 
the invading Frenchand seceding Cambodians. In that case there 
would in all likelihood be a union of forces, and the former gain 
an immense accession of strength from the latter, who are 
reputed as excellent raw material for disciplined ‘troops; anda 
contingent of Siamese braves might be sent to protect and 
maintain the integrity of the new kingdom. Although, hitherto, 
the relations subsisting between France and Siam have not 
been of the most friendly character, nay, the reverse, yet it 
would appear that this astute act of diplomacy has cemented 
the two Governments in the strongest bonds of political 
intimacy, which promises to increase the power of the French 
at the Court of Bangkok beyond that of any other nation who 
have representatives there. At present they are in accord with 
each other, but how long may this last? The very circum- 
stance which has brought them into close connection may ere 
long be the cause of quarrel, and the invasion of Siam by 
French forces. The consideration of what may result from 
this unholy alliance'is creating uneasiness in the minds of 
British and other foreign residents at Bangkok; while the 
native authorities are desirous of having stronger and more 
direct diplomatic relations with England. It is in contem- 
plation to establish a consulate of that power in this country, 
so that the interchango of commercial relations as well as 
diplomatic may be facilitated. As far as trade is concerned, 
England has the greatest interest of any foreign nation in the 
external relations of both Siam and Cambodia. For a very 
long period there has been an increasing traffic between Bang- 
kok and Kampot with Singapore, Penang, and Hong Kong, not 
only in native craft but in shipsof European build, commanded 
by Englishmen. Indeed, at Bangkok, English is not only spoken 
by the kings and officials, but the former can write very fairly 
in it as well as many of the latter, while French is so far un- 
known that in the documents interchanged with that consulate 
they are written in our own language. ‘This will serve to show 
how intimately we are socially aud politically connected with 
these new-born states; and it behoves our Government to 
make further inquiry into the nature of the convention made 
between the Emperor of the Frenca, the Viceroy of CaM. 
opis, and the King of Sta. 

It requires no editorial pen to point out the importance of 
this treaty as evincing the rapid progress of French influence in 
Indo-China and the neighbouring states, for this is abundantly 
manifest ; but it is our duty to inquire how far that influence 
will prejudice British relations in these countries, where our 
commercial interests are vastly more important than those of 
France. Ever since the invasion and conquest of Lower 
Cochin-China, this journal has consistently represented the 
insidious progress of the French to the westward into Cam. 
bodia, and up the great river Me-kong, which penetrates to the 
confines of Eastern India and Western China, witha view 
evidently to secure by detaonstrations of their naval and 
military strength exclusive privileges in these territories, as 
shown by the tenour of this Cambodian Treaty. From time to 
time we have pointed out the necessity of securing the right 
of communication through the countries which command the 
route from our Burmese possessions to Western China and 
Tonqnin. In this treaty we see the first step accomplished 
towards that consummation being exclusively obtained by our 
more active ncighbours. They have forestalled all other western 
nations in this important business, and from their success in 
the negotiation we may consider it the precursor of others with 
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Siam, Annam, and the Laos States, that in time will extend 
the “French East Indies,” with its protectorate over fifty 
millions of péople, from Saigon to the confines of Burmab. 
Already the prospects of unlimited power in the Far East are 
dawning upon the Imperial mind, as will be seen in the com- 
munication of our Paris CORRESPONDENT, wherein he states 
that the Ministerial journals are at present much occupied with 
the subject. The purport of their articles verify what we have 
stated, although, for obvious reasons, they are not in posses- 
sion of all that has come to our knowledge, and none of them 
publish the terms of the Treaty. We trust that Lord Enriexp 
will again put his question to the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, and elicit this time a more satisfactory reply. 


GIGANTIC TELEGRAPH WORKS. 

‘We have noticed in previous issues the American projects of 
Mr. Collins. It appears that a Committee of the Senate has 
‘been inquiring into the matter at Washington and Mr. Secre- 
tary Seward, being called ypon to state his views for a line 
connecting the Russian system of telegraphs with those of 
America, reports that throughout Mr. Collins’ negotiations with 
the Russian and British Governments for leave to pass through 
their American possessions he has been acting under the in- 
structions of the American Government, and that his applica- 
tion to Congress for a right of way across the public lands and 
the use of a national vessel is reasonable. Mr. Seward proceeds 
to say that the line which the Russian Government is construct- 
ing, or has undertaken to construct, from St. Petersburg to the 
mouth of the Amoor, is but a small part of the stupendous 
work which the Emperor has begun. 

His Imperial Majesty’s design embraces also a telegraph wire 
from the mouth of the Amoor, over the islands of Sakhalin and 
Jerro to Jeddo ; also, from the Amoor, along the ‘bank of the 
Usuri, to Viadi Vostok on the coast of Tartary, Viadi Vostok 
being selected by the Emperor for his naval station on the 
Pacific coast ; also a wire from the Irkoutsk telegraphic line, 
through the vast territory of the Mongols, to Peking; and 
American citizens in China are soliciting, with good prospect of 
success, permission from the Chinese Government to extend 
this line to Nanking, Shanghai, Amoy, and Canton. Further, 
the Russian scheme comprises a telegraphic wire from the main 
Continental-Russian line at Omsk, near the southern boundary 
of Asiatic Russia, through Mongolia, China, Turkestan, Bokhara, 
and Cabool, to meet the telegraphic system of India in the 
Punjaub, and connect it with Europo; and also a wire from 
Kazan on the main central Russian live, passing along the shore 
of the Caspian Sea to Teheran and along tho banks of the 
Euphrates to the Persian Gulf, there to be connected with the 
telegraph system of India. 

Mr. Seward, however, confines his remarks chiefly to the 
line immediately in question, connecting America with Russia 
through Bebring’s Straits. He submits to the Senate that it 
is impossible to over-estimate the direct effect of such works 
in the development of the resources of the American States, 
or to assign limits to the increase of national influence which 
must result from such new facilities for extending throughout 
the world American ideas and principles of public and private 
economy, politics, morals, philosophy, and religion. The tele- 
graphic wire is at present, he says, timidly employed and 
clumsily handled, with a very imperfect knowledge of the ful- 
neag of the power which resides in it; heanticipates that tele- 
graphic.communication will become far more practically effec- 
tive. He trusts that an Atlantic wire will soon connect Cape 
Clear and Cape Race, thus completing with the proposed line 
through Russia a telegraphic circuit round the earth between 
42 and 65 deg. of north latitude ; but he holds it to be cer- 
tain that the great intorests of society will, at a very early 
period, require more than one, and more than even two trans- 
oceanic world-encircling telegraphs.

their route, presenting all who came in contact withthem with 
cuttings of rare stuffs resplendent with gold and silk of every

now for the Tycoon’s emissaries, on the principle of “ Handsome 
is, that handsome does.” It is a pity that they should have

The Ministerial journals are much occupied now with ques- 
tions relating to the Far East, which the Government is intent 
on cultivating. As regards Japan, reference is made to re- 
cent news concerning the Tycoon’s arrangements with the 
Mikado, and the inference is drawn, perhaps a little hastily, 
that the former has become the real Emperor of Japan, and 
has completely succeeded in concentrating all power in his own 
hands, and destroying the feudality of the Daimios. It is taken 
for granted in some quarters, though not in all, that the Tycoon 
will at once establish a regular army, commanded by European 
officers, an effective steam navy, railroads, the electric telegraph, 
and gas. It will be judicious to wait a little for the proofs of 
the Tycoon’s ‘ability to carry out this grand programme, 
The official Monitewr de Soir speaks with great con- 
fidence of the effect produced on the mind of the Tycoon 
by contact with Europeans as evinced in the whole 
tone and bearing of the ambassadors who have just 
quitted the shores of France, and believes that he “ will take 
energetic measures to render effective the opening of the Straits 
of Simonosaki, in favour of our navy and of our commerce, as 
provided for in the last arrangement made between the 
Japanese Ambassadors and M. Drouyn de Lhuys.” 

Previous to quitting Paris the Ambassadors paid a visit to 
Nadar, of ba'oon celebrity, who has produced a capital photo- 
graphic group of the three envoys in all the splendour of their 
state costumes and insignia, the first Ambassador being distin- 
guished by a long stick, ornamented spirally throughout its 
whole length, and which certain wags persist in declaring is 
nothing but a miniature barber's pole. 

Tho same journals give glowing accounts “from private 
sources ” of the progress which is being made by the repre- 
sentatives of France in Cochin-China ; we are told that since 
the little affair cf Bahria,“ all the provinces of Lower Cochin- 
China have enjoyed the most perfect tranquillity "; that “the 
Court of Siam has received the explanations given respecting 
the treaty which placed Cambogia under the protection of 
France injgood faith, and that the understanding with the two 
kings is perfect. Tho French Government has decided that 
besides the service of the Bfessageries Imperiales an interme- 
diate one shall be established between Saigon, Poulo-Condor 
and Singapore, to meet the English mail at the latter place. The 
despatch boat Zcko is appointed for this service, The 
plans for the Grand Canal, central market, Bourse and Cathe- 
dral of Saigon have been approved by the Government here. 
Lastly, we are told that the Emperor Tu Duc has been 
greatly impressed by the reports of his Ambassadors, who re- 
cently visited Paris, and has determined now to rely entirely 
on France in the most absolute manner, and will before 
long agree to fresh and important concessions. 

The Emperor Louis Napoleon, you will remember, undertook, 
some time since, the task of arbitrating between the Viceroy 
of Egypt and the Suez Canal Company; the award has not 
yet been made, I believe, but the purport, or supposed pur- 
port of it has appeared in some of the Paris papers, and is 
as follows:—The company to give up the clause of the treaty 
which bound the Viceroy to find 24,000 native workmen ; or, 
in other words, the employment of forced labour has fallen 
before the expression of public opinion in Europe; to resign 
all claim to the lands lying on both sides of the canal, with the 
exception of such as is actually necessary for the works them- 
selves ; to make over to the Egyptian Government the fresh 
water canal, for the sum of twelve million francs ; and, lastly, 
the Viceroy is to pay seventy-two millions more by way of 
compensation for the former concessions, making in all a sum 
to be received by the company equivalent to £3,360,000, 
which, perhaps, will set it upon its legs again.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, July 8. 

Now that the elections are properly finished, except in the 
district Hoorn or Haarlem, whero the samo candidate, Mr. Van 
Nicrop, is clected, every party cries victory, the Liberals as 
well as the Conservatives. The first because the position of 
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the Cabinet will be reinforced by the voting of five or six 
members, the second because the defeat was so insignificant, 
that there was a moment that the Opposition believed that it 
could cry victory. The Libcrals, however, have decidedly won 
by the second election. The strugyle at Amsterdam ended in 
their favour, Mr.C. Van Henkclom and the Licut.-General 
van Swieten procured a small majority. The replacement at 
the Hague of the member Mr. W. ‘I. Gevers Deynoot by Mr. 
T.P. P. Baron van Zuylen van Nyevelt (now), pur-sang, Con- 
servative and ex-Minister of Forcign Affairs. When this gen- 
tleman, who is an excellent orator, ecases to be governed by 
his revengefulness for ‘Thorbecke, who forced him to resign, 
howill be, doubtless, a great reinforcement for the Conservatives ; 
nieanwhile, it is feared'that the debates, at Jeast, at the first 
session, will be more personal than national. 

The Liberals, who are disconsolate for the defeat of Mr. 
Gevers, intend to proclaim this gentleman candidate for 
Haarlem or Hoorn. Indeed, it would be very unhappy for 
him that he should have lost his scat, just now that he has 
voyaged in the Far East. He thought that his voyage would 
be a letter of credit for his re-election, and certainly his sup- 
position would have becn in the right, when Mr. Vanzuylen, 
like Mr, D. de Brauw, had not made a league with the entire 
revolutionary party ; a league, however, which will cause much 
disagreement. 

On the 24th of June a general rural economical meeting 
assembled at Haarlem, which was not without interest for your 
réaders, Many authoritics were present to discuss some 
points concerning the Indian agriculture. In the first place 
was deliberated, “If steam power could be applied with great 
advantage in the tropical regions.” No one opposed, but it 
was generally regretted that the engines were too high in 
price to be of common use. A general discussion took place 
on the question of the cultivation of cotton in Java, and, gene- 
rally, the conviction seemed to be scttled that there existed 
difficulties which hardly could be surmounted ; large advantages 
were also not to foresee. As to the cultivation of indigo, all 
were of the opinion that this was exhaustive, as well for the 
population as for the grounds, and, therefore, the majority 
thought it desirable that this cultivation should be decreased 
as much as possible. The manuring of sugar-fields with guano, 
which has given such favourable issues on the grounds of the 
sugar factory Wono Pringo, was supposed to be desirable for 
the grounds of certain regions, but the cost of application was 
too high! Mr. T. T. Rochussev, Minister of State and ex- 
Governor-General of Netherlands India, gave an account of the 
experiments made in India with the discovery of Mr. Hovib- 
reaak, viz., artificial impreguation of fruit-bearing trees and 
vegetables, 

Within the next few days some French functionaries are ex- 
pected at the Hague. They will successively visit Holland, 
Belgium, and England, to deliberate with tho respective Govern- 
ments to project a common action on the sugar industry. The 
difficulties which they will have to overcome are many in num. 
ber, und geuerally it is expected that they will not succecd in 
their mission. 

Some wecks ago it was said that the Emperor and Empress of 
the French would make a visit to our country. This on-dit has 
not been confirmed. The times of Napoleon's predomination are 
not yet forgotten; to prove this I have only to say that the 
Rear-Admiral H. Wipff was forced to resign because he re- 
fused to give the usual salutations to the Imperial yacht at 
Flushing. Our Prince of Orange is not of the same opinion as 
the people. He made some days ago another excursion to 
the capital of France. The Imperial family, or Paris, at least, 
has many charms for our Prince. 

Tho jubileo of tho Royal Silver Wedding is suddenly 
changed for sorrow by the death of the King of Wurtem- 
burg, the father of our Queen. Her Majesty returned with the 
Prince on the Sth from her sorrowful excursion to Stuté- 
gard. Sho was net present at his death. 

The tramway lately laid down by an English company from 
the Hague to Scheveningen (the seaside) has been opened to the 
public, Eight trains go each way daily, the fare being 30 cents 
first-class, and 50 cents return tickets, ‘hero is a project also 
to construct a tramway to connect the two railway stations in 
Amsterdam. ‘ 

The Palace of Industry (Paleis voor Volksvlyt) at Amsterdain 
will bo opened in the first days of Angust. On the 30th of 
Juue the Royal Academy at Delft was annulled.

Her Majesty's Government had in- 
formed General Brown commanding there that if he could place Colonel 
Gordon under his own orders, and not under the Chinese orders, he 
might withdraw him altogether from the Chinese service, and still retain 
his valuable services within the thirty miles radius.
